The Soviet School recently 
moved fro ite building into tho "lub. 


The Ceuncd2 of the Club is ccmposed of twel\~ membera. Its function is to 
supervise and control activities at the Club and to implement policies of the 
Council, witich are dictated by tho Executive Comittse of the SCA, Each - 
Council member has two or three days of duty per month, when he is reaponaible 
for the direction of the Cluh.

Leibova (first name unknown) and the movie operator is Boris sergayev.

The Youth Circle is not very active at the present time beacause of the 
repatriation of many manbera and the restrictions imposed by the curfew. 


Previously the Youth Circle met every Wednesday at the Soviet Club for 


political instruction, but no longer does 90. Tho political instructor

Only five 
menbers passed the examinations on the subjects listed above. 


In November 1947 the Committee of the 30A decided that the members of the 
Youth Circle should be taught, the fundamentals of political agitation, When 
Seryogin of the USSR Consulate in Peiping was last in Hukden he promised to 
send an instructer for this course, but 90 far no one has arrived. 


On 15 February a special meeting of the Soviet Youth Circle was called at the 
Soviet Club. Among those attending the meeting were members of the Executive 
Comittee of the Circle, Circle mombers,and a number of representative of the 
SCA. This meeting was called as a result of a discussion held by Almazov, 
Kostenetaky, and Kiryakov, who decided that the Circle needed reorganization.
